CONSPIRACY 
SUSPECTED AT VALLEJO. 


Military Law is Proclaimed to Fathom 
Anti-war Plot. 


ALLEJO, July — Investiga- 
tion was begun tonight to de- 
termine the cause of an ex- 

Plosion of a black powder magazine 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard in 
San Francisco Bay early today, 
which caused six deaths and in- 
jured \thirty-one others, four seri- 
ously. 

Naval officers, headed by Capt 
Harry George, navy yard comman- 
dant, and Federal agents co-operated 
in the inquiry. It was believed, 
though not officially confirmed, the 
blast was the result of an organized 
conspiracy. Arrests are expected. 

The dead, officially announced, in- 
clude Allen F. Mackenzie, chief gun- 
ner; his wife and two daughters, 
Dorothy, aged 12, and Mildred, aged 
8; George Stanton, a gardener, em- 
ployed by MacKenzie, and N. C. 
Damsteadt, a civilian employee of 
the ordnance department. 

The wounded, none of whose in- 
juries it was believed would prove 
fatal, included none issioned or- 
ficers, enlisted men of the United 
States Navy and civilian laborers. 

THE CAUSE. 

Commandant George refused to 
comment as to what caused the ex- 
Pplosion. Nearly a dosen packing and 
shell houses in the vicinity of the 
magazine were wrecked, and thou- 
sands of dollars worth of glass in 
Vallejo stores and residences were 
broken. Pending the result of the 
official investigation, Capt. George 
also refused to deny or affirm re- 
ports that several suspects had been 
arrested. 


MILITARY LAW. 

Military law immediately was de- 
clared following the detonation, and 
no one was allowed to leave or ignd 
on the island. 

Patrols of soldiers and sailors 
scoured the hilis looking for sus- 
Picious characters while the am- 
bulances were conveying the wound- 
ed to the hospital and search was 
made for the dead. 

The explosion occurred at 7:54 
o'clock. Witnesses said a column of 
black smoke arose 300 feet. Shells, 
parts of steel plates, huge splinters 
of wood and debris were hurled in 
all directions. Passengers in a pass- 
ing ferryboat were thrown into a 
panic and practically every window

in the vessel was shattered. The 
explosion was heard in towns within 
a forty-mile radius. 

HOUSE DEMOLISHBD. 

The bungalow occupied by the 
Mackenzies and the family of Gun- 
ner James L. McKenna was de- 
molished. McKenna and his wife 
and baby, and a nurse, Miss Mar- 
garet Ryan, were buried beneath the 
ruins of their section of the build- 
ing, which collapsed. The portion 
occupied by Mackenzie was blown 
to bits. 

Two storehouses were practically 
demolished and other buildings oc- 
cupied by petty officers and men 
were partly wrecked. 

Mackenzie's body was blown near- 
ly 200 feet. The bodies of the oth- 
ers were almost unrecognizable. 

Many escaped death because of 
the light construction of the various 
buildings which partly or totally 
collapsed in the vicinity of the mag- 
azine. Other magazines containing 
high explosives were undamaged. 

Thirty marines were eating break- 
fast when the blast came. The 
building tumbled about their heads. 
Some escaped unscratched. Others 


were stunned or rendered uncon- 
scious, but none was serio 
wounded. 


The families of C. E. Wooley and 
E. 0. Corrigan, Southern Pacific 
Rallroad employees, n ly es- 
caped death when the chimney of 
their home, nearly a half-mile 
across the river from the scene, 
crashed through the dining-room. 


WIRES DOWN. 
Telephone communication with 


Vallejo, where a majority of the 
navy yard employees live, was dis- 
rupted by the explosion. Crowds in 
the streets spread rumors that hun- 
dreds had been killed, and wives, 
mothers and sisters lined the water 
front awaiting definite news. The 
number of dead an- 
nounced officially. 

Commandant George iasued in- 
structions that information should 
be given out only through his office, 
and, as the telephone lines to his 
headquarters were flooded with 
calls, it was late in the day before 
assurance was given that the list of 
dead would not exc six. 

No estimate of the number of 
tons of powder which exploded was 
given out. Nearly 2000 tons of ex- 
plosive was stored in the ammuni- 


tion depot, it was said, which is di- 
vided into several magazines.

Policy to be Pursued Toward European Neutral Coun- 
tries in Administration of Control Must be Decided Im- 
mediately, Now that Denmark’s Application Confronts 


ASHINGTON, July d. — An im- 
mediate decision as to the 
policy to be pursued toward 
the European neutral countries in 
the administration of export control 
confronted the United States with 
the receipt of an application from 
the Danish government to export ten 
cargoes of meal cake for use as cat- 
tle feed. 

The application will go to the ex- 
ports council for consideration. It 
Was one of more than 100 which 
came to the Department of Com- 
merce during the day asking permis- 
sion to ship various commodities out 
of the United States after exports li- 
censing becomes operative July 15. 
The exports council's advisory 
board, created to relieve members 
of council of details of opera- 
tions of the act, was formally or- 
ganized today with the following 
members: Edward N. Hurley, for- 
mer chairman of the Federal Trade 
Commission, representing the De- 
partment of Commerce; Vance C. 
McCormick, representing the State 
Department; Dr. Alonzo E. Taylor of 
the University of Pennsylvania, rep- 
resenting the Department of Agricul- 
ture: B. D. White, representing the 
food administration, and Dr. E. E. 
Pratt, chief of the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce, as sec- 
retary. It is probable that a repre- 
sentative will be named later from 
the Shipping Board. 

Denmark's application today puts 
up to this government the determi- 
nation of just how far it will use 
the embargo power in preventing 
supplies from reaching Germany. 
Although there is no fear that the 
cattle feed itself will go through to 
Germany, Denmark has been ex- 
porting to the Central Powers large 
quantities of dairy products.

The corn crop which, with favor- 
able weather, may equal for the 
first time, the record crop of 1912, 
shows an increase of 641,000,000 
bushels over last year, with a total 
of 3,124,000. bushels. The acre- 
age is 14 per cent. larger than last 
year. 

The combined winter and spring 
wheat crop will be 38,000,000 bushels 
more than last year, with a total of 
678,000,000 bushels. 

Barley, with prospects of the third 
largest crop ever grown, will exceed 
last year's production by 33,000,000 
bushels, with an output of 214,000,- 
000 bushels. 

Oats promise to exceed last year’s 
crop by 201,000,000 bushels, the to- 
tal production being forecast at 
1,453,000,000 bushels. That is 
slightly under the record. Improve- 
ment between now and harvest, how- 
ever, may result in a pecord crop. 

White potato production on a 22% 
per cent. increase in acreage will be 
a record crop with 452,000,000 bush- 
els, or 167,000,000 bushels more than 
last year, not taking into account the 
home-garden production, which this 
years is estimated to be much larger 
than ever before.

EFFICIENCY OF RUSSIAN 
ARMY AMAZES GEN. SCOTT. 


American Commissioner to Petrograd Says Spirit of 
Republican Troops is Excellent and that the Brilliantly- 
begun Galician Campaign has Every Chance of Success-

(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 


ETROGRAD, July 6.— The Rus- 
sian army is going to fight. The 
spirit among the troops every- 

where ts excellent. The advance 80 
brilliantly begun has every chance 
for successful continuation.” 

This was the reassuring comment 

on the Russian military situation 
made by Maj.-Gen. Hugh L. Scott, 
Chief of the General Staff of the 
United States Army, on his return 
tonight from a ten days’ tour along 
the southwestern front into Ru- 
mania. Gen. Scott described in de- 
tall and with the greatest enthust- 
asm the Russian advance of June 30, 
which he personally observed at 
close range from a point near Brae- 
zany. 
“Few observers,” said Gen. Scott, 
“have had such opportunity of view- 
ing the active operations of an Eu- 
ropean army since the war began. 
When we arrived at Tarnopol the 
Russian artillery preparation had 
been in progress nearly forty-eight 
hours, but we were in time to watch 
the brilliant climax. 

“We journeyed from Tarnopol to 
the firing line in automobiles, and 
went immediately to the trenches. 
A tremendous bombardment was in 
progress, and the Austrian lines 
were being battered by a continuous 
torrent of shells. 

“The point that struck me most 
forcibly was the accuracy of the 
Russian fire and the effective con- 
cealment of their batteries. The 
Austrian artillery was good, but no- 
ticeably weaker. 

“The precision and exquisite work- 
ing of the Russian machinery was 


‘la marvel to me. Every man was in 


his place and there was not the 
slightest sign of insubordination or 
reluctance among the men. Fach 
officer and soldier eageriy and un- 
hesitating!iy did what he was told. The 
spirit of the men themselves was 
in favor of an advance.

Second Russian Thrust in Ten 
Days Menaces Halicz. 


Important Captures Made of 
Prisoners and Guns. 
Berlin and Vienna Admit Suo- 
cess of Brussiloff. 

[BY A. F. NIGHT 


Following is the Associated Press 
summary of the war dispatches for 


the last twenty-four hours: 


Halicz, the key to Lemberg, cap- 
ital of Galicia, is threatened by the 
success of the second thrust within 
ten days in Eastern Galicia by the 
Russian armies. 

Changing suddenly their point of 
attack to the west and north of 
Stanislau, about eighteen miles 
south of Halicz, on the Lemberg- 
Czernowits Railway, the Russians 
have taken Jezupol, eight miles 
south of Halicz, and four villages 
between the railway line and the 
Lomnica River. Ciezov, one of the 
villages taken, is several miles south- 
west of Jezupol and on the Lem- 
berg-Stanislau Railway. 

Important captures of prisoners 
and guns were made by Gen. Brus- 
lots men. More than 7000 men, 
131 officers, forty-eight guns and 


Stanislau continue. 

The Russian cavalry has swept on 
to the west and has reached 
Lavka River. 

Berlin and Vienna admit the suc- 
cess of the Russian thrusts, but 
both capitals claim that the advance 
was checked by German reserves, 
thrown in apparently to save the 
Austrian positions. + 

A further advance of the Russians 
toward the Siwka River, thirty 
miles west of Halles, would make 
perilous the retention by the Aus- 
tro-Germans of their present line 
from Zlochoff to Halles, and would 
compel at least the evacuation 
Hallen. 

The Russians have been attack 
ing the Austrians along the Bystrit- 
za-Solotvina, southeast of Stanislau, 
but with no important gain of 
ground as yet. 

Again the French heve thrown 
back German efforts to reach the 
line of the Chemin des Dames. The 
German Crown Prince has 
reckless in his expenditure of men, 
but all to no avail, as the French 
still hold tight to the important po- 
sitions south of Laon. 

Along the British front tn France 
on the Austro-Italian front and in 
Macedonia, only raids and recon- 
noitering engagements are reported. 

Along the Mesopotamian-Persian 
frontier the Russian troops have 
evacuated several towns in the 
mountains, including Khanikin, on 
the er, west of Kerman- 
shah.

WASHINGTON, July 9%.—Final 
overthrow of the abortive movement 
in China for restoration of the 
Manchu dynasty is believed here to 
be only a matter of a few days. 
Both official and unofficial dispatches 
have led to the conviction that the 
fighting is practically over and that 
a Solution soon will be found by com- 
promise, since both sides are faced by 
an extremity neither cares to meet— 
the monarchists by fear of the death 
penalty and the Republicans by fear 
of the destruction of Peking. 

Latest advices received here re- 
port the Republicans blocking all 
four lines of railroad out of Peking 
and Chang Hsun, the monarchist 
commander, still holding the ancient 
capital as a pawn for his personal 
safety. In this situation it is 
thought both sides are about ready 
to end the trouble. 
If the revolution ts ended thus 
by a compromise, officials are in- 
clined to feel that it will have had 
a very beneficial effect on China, 
routing the last remnants of Man- 
chuism and establishing the republic 
more firmly than ever before.

Ninety Thousand Cards Sent 
Housewives. 


Bakers Today Start Move for 
Conservation. 


Will Refuse to Accept Stale 
Bread for Fresh. 


— —uꝛ—— 


The work of securing food pledges 
from the housewives of Los An- 
geles city and county is being vig- 
orously prosecuted by the woman's 
committee of the State Council of 
Defense. In excess of 90,000 pledge 
cards have been distributed already 


and the local organizations charged 


with the distribution and collection 
of the pledges are being rapidly 
perfected. 

The woman's committee main- 
tains offices at No. 719 South Hill 
street, and those seeking informa- 


tion regarding the work may secure 
all data connected with the com- 
mittee's efforts by calling at head- 


quarters. 


The County Council of Defense, 
which formerly met in Superior 
Judge Finlayson's chambers, will es- 
tablish permanent headquarters at 
room 359 Courthouse, tomorrow. 
The room has been provided by the 
Supervisors as the work of the 
council is rapidly increasing and 
permanent headquarters were nec- 
essary 


BAKERS TAKE STAND. 

Beginning today, all wholesale 
bakers and jobbers in the Los An- 
geles district will refuse to accept 
stale bread from retail dealers in re- 
turn fof fresh loaves. This is the first 
action taken since the recent sign- 
ing of pledges by twenty local 
bakers and jobbers to refuse to ac- 
cept stale bread in return for new, 
and in furtherance of the plans of 
food dictator Herbert Hoover. 

Grocers, hereafter, will buy bread 
as they buy anything else on their 
shelves, and win sell it as mer- 
chandise and not as something taken 
on approval. The action today will 
not have as heavy an effect in Los 
Angeles as in other cities of 
the West, and even less effect 
than in the cities of the East. 
Local bakers and retail deal- 
ers have been practicing rigid 
economy during the past few 
months, and, while the rest of the 
country is expected, through this 
action, to realize a saving of 4 per 
cent, and more, Los Angeles’ saving 
is to be based on a different scale 
because of previous economical acts. 
Its saving will be practically 3 per 
cent. of the present sales of bread. . 


Elimination of bread waste in the 
United States will result in a saving 
of $20,000,000 annually,” said John 


Phelps, manager of the Bradford 
Baking Company and chairman of 
the local commercial economy 
board of the Council of National 
Defense. “It is gratifying to know 
that Los Angeles already has 
grasped the meaning of food econ- 
omy and that housewives and retail 
grocers are practicing it.” 

In signing the pledge recently 
bakers noted this particular clause: 
“To these cardinal principles of true 
Americanism do I hereby pledge my- 
self, affirming in the same spirit my 
allegiance to my flag and to the re- 
public for which it stands, and my 
belief in the cause of freedom, with 
liberty and justice for all.” 

PART OF THE STATE. 

The Los Angeles County Council of 
Defense has received a communica- 
tion from Harris Weinstock. State 
Market Director, covering the steps 
he has taken to conserve foodstuffs 


and distribute them to markets. 


He says he has organized farm- 
ers into marketing associations, 
adding that if it had been possible 
to make the organization complete 
local giuts in perishable products 
could have been avoided. He thinks 
that Los Angeles, with five estab- 
lished markets owned and ‘controlied 
by the city, should be in a position 
to minimize the evil of roduc- 
tion. 

The Legislature eliminated from 
the marketing bill a vision giv- 
ing discretionafy power fo the State 
Market Director to blish com- 
mission markets in cities and towns. 

The remedy of overproduction is 
gad to lie in the organization of 
farmers into marketing associations. 
Mr. Weinstock said he will be glad 
to ald such organizati so far as 
his time permits.

“TRUTHFUL WOMAN” DEAD; 
MANY MOURN HER HERE. 


‘EWS dispatches which told yes- 
N terday of the death of Kate San- 
born, authoress, humorist and 
educator, in Holliston, Mass., Sunday, 
brought grief to her many friends 
here and to many more who knew 
her best as the “Truthful Womans 
in Southern California,” the title of 
one of her best-known books. | 
Miss Sanborn has visited Los An- 
geles almost yearly for the past quar- 
ter of a century. She was in Pasa- 
dena about a month ago, gathering 
materials for a book on the old 
homes of that locality, and was then 
apparently enjoying the good health 
this climate restored to her and be- 
cause of which she labeled California 
“All Outdoors, M.D.” 

She was formerly professor of 
English at Smith College and won 
wide notice as a critic and essayist 
and as perhaps the foremost woman 
humorist in America. 

Her first literary success was 
achieved with a story of “Adopting 
an Abandoned Farm.” Shortly aft- 
er it appeared she was invited to 
come to Los Angeles and did so, in 
1892, the result of the journey being 
“A Truthful Woman in Southern 
California.” The work attracted at- 
tention throughout the country. 
Miss Sanborn found that this land 
at which she poked good-humored 
fun and on which she bestowed dlev- 
er praise, benefited her health and 
so she returned here again and 
again, making many friends and 
avowing herself to be “fascinated 
and even enthralled by the sun- 
kiased, rose-embowered, semi-trop- 
ical summerland of Hellenic skies 
and hills of Hyemettus, with its 
paradoxical antitheses; of flowers and 
flannels; strawberries and sealskin 
sacks; open fires with wide flung 
windows; snow-capped mountains 
and orange blossoms where winter 
looks down upon summer; a topsy- 
turvy land where you dig for your 
wood and climb for yeur coal; where

FACE CHARGES. 
Warrants Issued for . as 


Three Taken into Custody in 
Poison-law Drive. 


Customers Said to Include 
Prominent W omen. 


The arrest of Mrs. Thomas G. 
Bard, prominent Oxnard matron, 
last Friday on a charge of being 
addicted to the use of opiates, was 
followed yesterday by the issuing of 
eleven warrants against as many 
physicians, accused of having ca- 
tered to the diseased cravings of 
drug victims, some of them said to 
be prominent members of Los An- 
geles society. 

Three physicians were arrested 
early last night, accused of violating 
the State Poison Act. They are Dr. 
Alvin Shattuck and Dr. Hobart Shat- 
tuck, brothers, of No. 137 Bast 
Adams street, and Charlie Fook, 
manager of the Chinese Herb Com- 
pany, No. 715 South Main street. 

The drive on the doctors is the 
outcome of a series of pitiful tales 
that have reached the police from 
many sources. The stories came 
from the homes of families that 
have been shattered by the drug 
evil, of mothers who have fallen vic- 
tims to the evil, of fathers whose 
craving for drugs have kept food 
from their children’s mouths, and 
of young men and girls who have 
gone astray through the habitual use 
of drugs. 

The arrests were made by De- 
tectives O’Brien and Roy Jones, as- 
sisted by State spectors. The 
Shattuek brothers have offices also 
in the Home Laughlin Building. 
They are accused of furnishing a 
list of fifty young women with mor- 
Phine, cocaine and heroin. These 
women, many of them living in fash- 
lonable residential districts, are reg- 
ular customers, it is alleged. 

The police say that Federal entry 
and receipt books, confiscated in 
their offices, showed that for a year 
and a half young women have been 
purchasing large quantities of drugs 
from the young doctors. In the past 
month, the books show, one woman, 
who ts a member of a prominent 
family, has been purchasing one- 
fourth ounce of morphine sulphate 
almost daily. The largest amount | 
of morphine an inveterate drug 
fiend can use in a day is one-eighth 
of an ounce. 

The two physicians admitted, the 
detectives say, that they furnished 
the women with morphine. —They 
stated the application of drugs was 
necessary for medical treatment 
which was being given them. 

When the officers appeared at the 
home of the brother physicians «a 
few women were present in the of- 
fice. They immediately departed. 
The offices were searched andi

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CALIFORNIA OBJECT LESSON. 

Massachusetts has called à constitu- 
tional convention. That commonwealth, not- 
ed for its dislike for English breakfast tea, 
is coming to grips with direct legislation. 
Eminent men in Massachusetts have been 
champions of representative government 
for more than one hundred years. Her 
United States Senators led in the great na- 
tional debates wher freedom of the indi- 
vidual and unity of the nation were at 
stake. Her State Constitution has been 
considered a model of its kind and, in the 
West at least, Massachusetts has stood for 
economic integrity and political wisdom. 
But the Progressive press Of the East is 
chortling over the alleged fact that the 
majority of the delegates to the Massachu- 
setts convention are pledged in advance to 
include the initiative, the referendum and 
the recall in th new Constitution. 

If this assertion be true, it does not augur 
well for the new Constitution. Drafting a 
constitution is one of the most difficult 
tasks that any body of men can undertake. 
The first requisite is that the delegates 
shall be freed from all outside influences, 
for in thelr deliberations they must exer- 


else the functions of both juror and legis-— 


lator. Their minds should not be closed to 
evidence and they should be held as ab- 
solved from all ante-convention pledges. 
The best constitution is not the one that 
contains the greatest number of abstract 
theories, which make a fine appearance on 
paper, but one that will wash without fad- 
ing. It is the history of government from 
the beginning of legislative assemblies to 
the present time that all those Utopias 
which are so charming on paper become 
worse than worthless when taken from the 
pages of a book and applied to living so- 
cieties. 

Direct legislation can be made to appear 
attractive in an academic discussion. It 
the thought were new it uicht be worth a 
trial in actual government, but it has been 
tried scores of times and has registered 
scores of failures. The experience of two 
thousand years proves that the only success- 
ful governments are those that are repre- 
sentative in form; those in which the people 
rule through their representatives and not 
by direct participation in drafting the laws. 
California furnishes a striking modern in- 
stance. Six years ago the initiative, the 
referendum and the recall were placed in 
our State Constitution; they have since fig- 
ured in three general and two speajal State 
elections. 

Proponents of direct legislation have writ- 
ten much about the beauty of the academic 
theories embodied in these three imported 
devices; but since they have been written, 
into the State Constitution of California the 
cost of State government has doubled with- 
out any compensating benefits. Californians 
are higher taxed than the citizens of any 
other State; politics has been injected into 
every profitable line of business and there 
has been a steady deterioration in the per- 
sonnel of the State Legialature. The effect 
on private industry in the State has been 
decidedly injurious. Through the use of 
the initiative minimum-wage laws and sin- 
gle-tax laws have been proposed whose 
adoption would have wrecked the State gov- 
ernment and driven thousands of citizens 
into bankruptey. To defeat these it was 
necessary to organize campaigns of educa- 
tion which have cost the citizens of the 
State an aggregate of more than $19,000, 
000. Initiative and referendary petitions 
are secured on any question for an average 
cost of $7500. That expenditure by the pro- 
ponents of a measure entails a campaign 
of education on the part of those opposed 
that costs from a half million to a million 
dollars. 

Notable instances of these campaigns are 
three successive singletax elections, three 
prohibition elections and bills fixing a mini- 
um limit of $3 a day for unskilled labor. 
Three times the single-tax amendment has 
been voted down, but it will be on the bal- 
lot again next year. Three times prohibi- 
tion has been rejected, but thet, too, will 
be on next year’s ballot. The Prohibition- 
ists have a revolving fund that enables 
them to circulate their petitions every year; 
they assert that they will continue until 
the State goes done dry.” The single 
taxers have the Fels endowment fund which 
supplies enough money to pay for circulat- 
ing petitions before each general blection. 
There is no s@urcease from single tax, ap- 
parently, as long as the initiative remains 
in the State Constitution. The labor unions 
are preparing a new minimum wage amend- 
ment: another clique is working on an 
amendment to permit preferential voting. 
One bunch of theorists is circulating an 
initiative petition providing that all taxes 
shall be paid by the land owners and the 
corporations. 
There is an old proverb that a fool can 
throw a stone into tke ocean, but a hundred 
wise men cannot fish it out again. This 
adage applies to the condition in business 
and industry which direct legislation occa- 
sions in a modern State. Business stability 
is almost impossible. One never knows 
where the theorists and faddists will break 
out next. A campaign of education that 
must reach 1,500,000 electors is necessarily 
expensive. No action of the Legislature is 
final, as a bill can be beld up for two years 
and forced to a vote of the whole State 
simply by expending $7500 for the circulation 
of referendary petitions. That makes the 
Legislature occupy a position similar to the 
House of Lords in England; its powers are 
largely advisory, as any or all its acts can 
be appealed from at a comparatively nom- 
mal cost. 

If the Massachusetts constitutional con- 
vention will send a special committee to 
California to get first-hand information con- 
cerning the effect of direct legislation when 
applied to the government of a modern 
State it will at once discover that the whole 
scheme is not only impractical and highly 
expensive, but that it is a serious menace 
to labor and industry. If the convention 
fails to get this information, the taxpayers 
of Massachusetts will be very likely to ob- 
tain it in another way, and a Constitution 
that may contain some excellent features 
may be beaten at the polls by reason of 
its direct legislation provisions. 


The anarchists and 1.W.W.'s of this coun- 
try are taking advantage of the present 
national crisis to make trouble in various 
parts of the United States.

He says: “He shall exalt him- 
self, and magnify himself above every god, 
and shall prosper tin the indignation be 
accomplished. Neither shall he regard the 
God of his fathers, nor the desire of wom- 
en, nor regard any god; for he shall mag 
nify himself above all! he shall 
go forth with great fury to destroy, and 
utterly to make away many: o „ ee 
he shall come to his end, and none shall 
help him.“ . 

The fifteenth verse of the twenty-second 
chapter of Revelation describes the Gom-

negroes at East St. Louis as “dogs and 
murderers, and whosoever loveth and mak- 
eth a lie.” ' * 


AST ST. LOUIS AND CIVILIZATION. 
The race riots started by white labor 
unionites in East St. Louls against the col 
ored workers came at an embarrassing 
juncture in this country’s history. We had 
just plunged into the war for the express 
purpose of saving civilization from barbar- 
ism, of registering our lofty disapproval of 
selfish aggression, of upholding the rights 
of all people to live in peace and the pur 
suit of happiness. But we had beholden the 
mote that was in our brother's eye, and 

perceived not the beam in our own eye. 

Perhaps it is meet and right that we 
should be reminded of our own very human 
imperfections, for in this crisis this country 
is apt to suffer from that pride that goes 
before a fall. The allied nations that are 
out to save civilization will do well to pro- 
ceed in all humility and attend to our own 
beams even while so earnestly concerned 
about our brother’s motes. It is good that 
our President should address lofty and 
idealistic perorations to the world, but such 
little reminders as Fast St. Louis has 
vouchsafed should go to bring home 
to us the necessity of U up to them. 

We have not failed to pour our ridicule 
upon the British Empire that calls the In- 
dian citizen, but denies him the freedom 
of the empire. We waxed sarcastic on the 
Subject of the Komagata Maru which 
brought Indians to Canada who could not 
be admitted to that country under its ex- 
clusion laws. But East St. Louis has done 
worse. 

But perhaps this set-back to our national 
pride will not be without its satisfactions. 
Even the phiegmatic English, scornful of 
the Hymn of Hate, supéretiiously disdainful 
of personal venom, were guilty of violent 
attacks upon defenseless German citizens 
in London in the early days of the war— 
useless petty revenge on individuals wholly 
guiltless of direct responsibility for the 
sins of thelr government. England has 
been properly ashamed of all that—and it 
has made her more reluctant to deal out 
Zeppelin reprisals to Germany, reminded 
her that one who retaliates horror for hor- 
ror becomes equally horrible. 

And it has remained for East St. Louis 
to remind us that we, too, are very un- 
pleasantly human. That while theoretical- 
ly we are superior, in practice of our na- 
tional virtues we are weak. 

If the incident does nothing but recall 
our own personal interest in the mainte 
nance of civilization, it will not have oc 
curred in vain. In short, if we remember 
henceforth that civilization should begin 
at home, East St. Louis will have done the 
country a painful service.

ADOPTS BUDGET 
OVER PROTESTS. 


New Council Fixes the Year's 
Appropriations. 


Total Close to Six and Half 
Million Dollars. 


Municipal I Obiecti 
are Unsustained. 


Despite protests from the Munict- 
Pal League, the Council yesterday 
adopted the budget for the present 
fiscal year. Appropriations for gen- 
eral expenses total $6,409,000, the 
general fund being $350,000. 

When the budget was turned over 
to the new Council by the Finance 
Committee of the old body, the total 
appropriation was approximately 
$6,450,000. The new Finance Com- 
mittee wished to curtail the total 
amount and spent nearly a week in 
consideration of the various esti- 
mates. 


It finally was decided to cut some 
Salaries and as a result, the com- 
mittee lopped off practically all the 
proposed increases. Few other 
0 were made in the original 
document. 
A surprise in connection with 
reductions came when the 
Council refused to appropriate any 
money for the payment of a Council 
secretary. That job now is held by 
Herbert Lewis, whose salary is $125 
Per month. An attempt was made 
to increase the salary to $150, but 
instead of doing that the position 
was eliminated. That the Council 
may rescind ita action in the matter 
— yesterday. 
efore taking up the budget, the 
Council listened to a communication 
from the Municipal League, demand- 
ing that the budget be prepared in 
Pamphiet form and distributed to 
persons interested before its final 
adoption. By a vote of six to three 
2 communication was ordered 
The dollar limit was reached in 
appropriations for general expenses 
and about 42 cents was added to 


funds.
